measure providing for the 
appoint- 


ment of court stenographers by 
the 


judges of the common pleas courts. 


Other bills were: The Rickctts bill, 


set aside public grounds for art build- 
ings; the Bronson bill, empowering 
city councils to assess the 
cost of 


street cleaning against the 
property 


owners; the Lehmann bill, providing 
against the pollution of streams, and 
the Carr bill, permitting the detention 
of inmates of the girls' 
industrial 


home until the age of 21 years. 


The bill, which reouires all 
the 


state and county officials to give sure- 
ly company bonds, was also signed. 
The bill was much opposed in 
the 


senate because of the provision which 
required the administrators of estates 
valued at more than ?2,000 to furnish 
a bond of this character. 


A number of bills affec-.tins the pub- 


lic service corporations were also 
signed. One provides that gas com- 
j^nies may engage in electric lighting 
and that electric lighting companies 
may furnish artificial gas; another

Mr. Bryan said In pard: 


"As it is somewhat unusual fcr a 


political speech to be made as this one 
s, let me preface my remarks with 
an explanation. I have hired this hall 
and I introduce myself because I do 
not care to speak under the auspices 
of any club or organization which is 
committed to any particular aspirant 
for office. My concern is not 
about 


.he name or the personality cf 
the 


nominee, but about the principles for 
which the Democratic party is to 
stand. While many of th? papers 
seem to assume that the contest for 
the Democratic nomination is neces- 
sarily between Mr. Hearst and Judge 
Parker and that every Democrat must 
either be for one or the other, such a 
position is illogical and without foun- 
dation.

administration—are not 


entirely agreed among themselves as

who represent the progressive ele- 
ment of the party. My own position 
s one of neutrality. T regard as avail- 
able all candidates who are in favor 
of making the Democratic party an 
honest .earnest and courageous ex- 
ponent of the rights and interests of 
the masses and T regard as unavail- 
able all who are in sympathy with, or 
obligated to, the great corporalions 
that today dominate the policy of the 
Republican party and seek, through 
the reorganizers, to dominate the pol- 
icy of the Democratic party. I have 
no favorites among those on our side 
and no special antagonism to those 
who represent the reorganizes. I be- 
lieve that the line should be drawn 
between principles, not between mrn, 
end that men should only be consid- 
ered as they may be able to advance 
or retard progress of Democracy. 


"When the Cleveland boom was

For years, however, he had made a 


study of cotton and had familiarized 
himself with every detail of its growth 
and sale. This information he gained 
while traveling as a1 buyer in the south 
for a "firm of Providence cotton dealers 
and also as >a salesman among the cot- 
ton mills of New England. 


In December, 1902^ Sully appeared in 


New York. He bad conceived the idea 
of getting up a corner. Taking advan- 
tage of the short cotton crop, he form- 
ed a pool with two others for the pur- 
chase of 500,000 bales of cotton. These 
three men banded themselves together 
to lose $500,000 before they quit. They 
were never called upon to advance a.s 
much as a single dollar on account of 
the speculation, and in March, 1U03, 
they divided almost $3,000,000. 


Since then he has successfully man- 


aged several other pools, until fate 
at last overtook him and he went down 
in a mighty crash. 


The famous Loiter corner in wheat 


six years ago was in many respect.' 
similar to Sully's cotton corner. Lcitei 
bought wheat as low as Go cents per 
bushel. The short crop in Europe and 
the Spanish war came along to help 
him, and on May 10, 1808. he had put 
the price up to SI.So per bushel. B«t 
he held 35.000.fKio bushels when the 
market slumped, and on June 13 he. 
confessed insolvency.

JUDGE BDRKE 


Millionaire 
Railroad 
Lawyer 
Died 


Sunday Morning of Paralysis at 


Washington, D. C 


Washington, April 25.—Judge Stev- 


enson Burke, the millionaire railroad 
lawyer of Cleveland, died here Sun- 
day of paralysis. 


Judge Burke was in his eightieth 


yesr and was one of tae most distin- 
guished attorneys of Ohio. 


He had spent the wir-ter in Florida 


and came to Washington a week ago. 


He was in fine health and spirits 


when seized by the fatal stroKe. 


The body was taken to Cleveland 


Sunday. The funeral will take place 
at 2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon from 
the family residence. 


A widow and one married daughter, 


besides four grandchildren, survive. 


Was Foremost Jurist. 


Burke was very prominent In legal 


and financial circles in Ohio for 50 
years. He was one of the foremost 
jurists in corporation law in the West 
and had an active interest in many 
street and steam railway lines. 


The address by Mr. Paul C. Martin 


at the men's meeting in Taylor hall, 
Sunday afterncon, was of

clean, forceful and to the point.

to his undoing—it was a snowy day. 


So the yourg man of today faces 


a real and mighty foe—Peter put it 
thus:"Your adversary the devil, is as a 
roaring lion, walking about, seeking 
whom he may devour." 
There Is no 


use trying to depreciate the power of 
evil and the tremendous strength it 
takes to resist tflie awful temptation:; 
that come to our modern city life. 


Surrounded by companions in the 


s-hop, the ofiice or on the street, who 
invite him to ruin' many a man gives 
up—lie says, "there is no use, he can't 
live right in such an environment" 
But Benaiah killed the lion though, he 
had to battle with him in a pit. 


Then again, men excuse their failure 


to do the right because, they say. 
"there is no spiritual life abroad to. en- 
courage them. "The world." they say, 
-is cold and heartless"—"who cares 
whether I go wrong or right.' But 
Benaiah fought on through all alone 
and in the chilling atmosphere of a 
"snowy" day. 


This and milch more given In an ex- 


ceeding earnest and straightforward 
way made Mr. Martin's address one 
that is bound to enter into the moral 
make-up of these who heard him.
